Interesting Tour 
Of Southwest Made

Dr. R. M. Gibbs, dentist, whose 
residence is in Palatine, and office 
over the Davis store in Arlington 
Heights, accompanied by his wife, 
and daughter, Mae, arrived back in 
the snow storm Sunday night from 
a remarkable auto trip to the Pa­ 
cific coast, during which they visit­ 
ed a number of former Arlington 
Heights people. 
Starting the last day of January, 
they made 492 miles the first day, 
stopping in the Ozark 
mountains 
for the night. The next night they 
were in Oklahoma City, the next in 
southwestern Texas, and by noon 
next day they were at El Paso, and 
ready to see the sights at Juarez, 
across the line into Mexico. There 
they enjoyed a wild duck dinner at 
GO cents. Ten days were spent at 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, visiting 
Dr. Gibbs’ sister, Mrs. George A l­ 
derman. 
They also saw Mr. Ellis 
Strain, 
formerly 
of 
Arlington 
Heights postoffice. 
They spent a 
day in Las Vegas, guests of Mrs. 
William Erb, daughter of Mr. and 
M rs.

Four days were spent with Mr. 
R. L. Precht of Orange, California. 
Mr. Precht used to have what is 
now the Gieseke .store in Arling­ 
ton Heights. He took them out to 
Catalina island, and to various oth­ 
er sights including the Lion farm 
where “African” pictures are made;

Thirty township assessors held 
their first meeting with the new 
Cook County asessor, J. L. Jacobs, 
Saturday morning at 
the county 
building. 
As is generally known, 
the old board 
ol 
assessors and 
board of review are abolished and 
there is now one head assessor for 
the county who has been appoint­ 
ed by the Governor and the Presi­ 
dent of the County Board. 
The township assessors, includ­ 
ing Mr. Gustav Heidorn, newr as­ 
sessor of Wheeling township, and 
Herman C. Devermann, newly in 
this office in 
Palatine 
township, 
were sworn in as deputy assessors 
under Mr. Jacobs. 
A general discussion then took 
place, leaving undetermined many 
questions of what is actually to be 
done. 
Mr. Jacobs stated that ev­ 
ery effort will be made to let the 
new deputies have strict supervi­ 
sion of their own townships. It is 
expected that in future meetings, 
the practical working of the new 
order of things 
will 
be made 
clear. 
A committee of six was named 
to meet with Mr. Jacobs to discuss 
the coming 1932 personalty assess­ 
ment which is expected to be gov­ 
erned by a coming Supreme court 
decision on County Judge Jarecki’s 
ruling that personal property must 
be taxed the same as real estate. In 
this ruling Judge Jarecki estim at­ 
ed that some fifteen billions of per­ 
sonal property in Cook county are 
fraudulently escaping bearing their 
share of taxes; b e in g half or two- 
thirds the taxable wealth iii the 
county.

As the hooks are to be returned 
after the 30th of this month, those 
who can pay are asked to do so, so 
that the money can be distributed 
without delay to the schools and 
local governments

desperate 
need of funds. As to schools, it is 
helping their credit, 
rather than 
providing cash for operation, as 
the money collected has to go to 
take up tax anticipation warrants. 
Some are paying 
their 
school 
taxes in tax anticipation warrants 
which they may 
hold. 
However, 
w arrants in amounts greatly in ex­ 
cess of one’s school taxes, cannot 
be so accepted by Mr. Annen. 
His office hours for the remaind­ 
er of the time he has the books, will

Arlington Heights High School’s 
basketball team s have ju st finished 
another successful season. While 
the heavyweights, with an entirely 
new team this year, hardly reach­ 
ed the record of last year’s crack 
quintet, still they fared better in 
conference play than 
pre-season 
dope figured them to do. 
Techni­ 
cally the “Cardinals” finished the 
season in second place in the N orth­ 
west Conference although actually 
two teams were ahead of them tied 
for first position. The Lightw eights. 
or “Green Tornados” also finished 
in second place although they won 
mon* games than it took to vein the 
conference last season. 
Considering the fact th at neither 
the Lightweights nor the Heavies 
had a single veteran on whom to 
depend, to start the season, and on 
this account Coaches Scales and 
Grose spent a good part of the sea­ 
son juggling 
an untried sound, 
these two Arlington team s did re­ 
markably well. 
But the im portant item insofar 
as the school is concerned was not 
so much the num ber of games won 
and lost. 
The real success lies in 
the fact that this year far more 
boys were reached, econ in spite of 
financial hindrances, than had ever 
been reached heretofore. 
Practically Every H. S. Boy

This year a total of th irty eight 
boys were kept in active interschol­ 
astic competition practically every 
week cf the season. 
Besides these

from the local public schools. These 
boys were under the supervision of 
the two high school coaches altho 
the older high school boys had ac­ 
tive charge of the coaching and di­ 
recting.

and m oral inspiration, as well as 
with highly form ative physical ex­ 
ercise. 
Hence the tim e, energy and 
money spent at the A rlington High 
School on athletic d< velopm ent.
